jairs  of  Engine,  and  Engine  houses  Nos.  1  :ind  3.  that  were 
absobitely  necessary  for  the  protection  of  the  Engines  against 
frost,  as  it  was  impossible  to  keep  them  in  working  order  with- 
out this  outlay  ;  and  would  refer  tu  Balance-Sheet  as  ^  hawing 
the  financial  con  lltion  of  the  Town  with  the  add'.t'cn  1  sugges- 
tion that  as  llcie  expenses  referred  to  could  not  have  been 
foreseen,  no  money  was  raised  by  the  Town  for  these  purposes ; 
and  would  likewise  suggest  that  they  have  examined  into  the 
condition  of  the  persons  supported  by  the  Town  at  the  Tsaue 
Asylum,  and  would  not  recommend  their  removal.

ing at  fires,  and  about  $230.00  for  repairs  on  reservoirs,  it  will 
be  seen  tliat.  inclu-ling  painting  the  engines,  and  200  ft.  leading 
hose,  for  engine  No.  1,  tlie  expense  is  onl}'  S587,0G.  De- 
ducting the  I'xtra  expense  of  painting  and  new  hose,  and  we 
have  only  $253  51,  as  tlie  ordinary  running  expense. 

In  the  matter  of  reservo  rs,  somsthing  should  be  done  next 
season  on  the  reservoir  near  the  bridge ;  also  there  should  be 
some  provisions  for  water  on  the  hill,  in  the  vicinity  of  Shadrach 
Wadleigh's  house. 

We  have  two  good  engine-,  all  the  accompanying  apparatus, 
two  engine  companies  whic'.i  for  promptness  and  efficiency  arc 
hard  to  beat,  and  we  only  need  water  to  make  our  Fire  De- 
partment effective.
